San F rancisco, May 3d.—The hearing in 
the case of John ¿5. Gray was continued to­ 
day. Gray has been held to answer, with 
bail fixed at the same amount as cn the other 
charges, on two more chargee, one of forgery 
of S840, and one of embezzlement of $600 
At this tima Gray h»s been held to answer on 
twelve charges in all. 
Pacific Coast Passenger Agents’ As oc’* 
atlon. 
San F rancisco, May 3d.—The San Fran­ 
cisco representatives of Eastern railroad com- 
ptoies have formed an association, known as 
the Pacific Coast Passenger Agents’ Associ­ 
ation, for the purpose of abolishing a prac­ 
tice that h ts demoralized the business more or 
less for some time past. The practics alluded 
to is that of “ street agents, ’ who have been 
in the habit of securing third-class passen­ 
gers for lines east of Omaha, S’. Louis and 
Kansas City by paying a rebate of $5 or more 
on through tickets. Such ticke s are $70, and 
it has been the custom for an agent to induce 
the passenger to purchase at the ferry a ticket 
a( full price, paying back from his own 
pocket the amount of rebate promised. This, 
it is said,’ has resulted to a general discrim­ 
ination of the public, some passengers thereby 
obtaining tickets at less price than others. 
The meetiug 
of 
the Association was 
held and an organization effected. 
D. 
V/, Hitchcock was appointed Secretary and 
Arbitrator of the Association. It is pro­ 
vided in the articles of agreement that the 
tariff of ratos published by the Central Pa­ 
cific r.ailroad Company ft r the pale of tick­ 
ets to all Eastern points shall be strictly 
maintained, and that no commission, rebate, 
or any valuable consideration whatsoever’ 
shall be paid to anyone who is not the au­ 
thorized agent cf the railroad company. 
Where'exception is made in favor of so- 
called “ contracts” and “ excursions,” the 
business secured through euch “ contracts” 
and “ excursions” shall be an offset against 
all lines interested bv the ticket agents of 
the Central Pacific Railroad Company, at 
the request of the Arbitrator. It is also 
provided that there shall be ro discrimina­ 
tion for any reaeon against any line party 
to tlis agreement by any ticket agent of the 
Central Pacific Railroad Company. It wa3 
resolved to furnish copies of the agreement 
to T. H. Goodman, General Passenger and 
Ticket Agent cf the Central Pacific Rail 
road Company, and to the General Passen­ 
ger Agent cf .the several lines inter­ 
ested, for their approval and indorse- 
men», and upon such 
approval they 
stall bs requested to instiuct their agents at 
Omaha, Council Bluffs, Kansas City, Sf. 
Louis and Chicago, to carry out this agree­ 
ment ae regards business originating on the 
Pacific coast. The agents of the following 
railroads compose the Association : Balti­ 
more and Ohio and Ohio and Mississippi 
Railways; Chicago and Alton Railway; 
Chicago and Northwestern and Sionx City 
and St. Paul Railways ; Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy Rrilway; Chicago, Milwaukee 
and ¡St. Paul Railway; Chicago, Rock 
Island and Pacific Railway ; Grand Trunk 
and New York, Lake Erie and Western 
Railways; Hannibal and St. Joseph Rail­ 
way; Lake Shore and Michigan Southern 
and Michigan Central Railways; Missouri- 
Pacific Railway lines; Pensylvania lises ; 
Wabash, St. Louis and Pacific Railway. 
Salt for Damages—Kindness lo be Re­ 
warded. 
San F rancisco, May 3d.—Daniel Tookhil! 
has brought suit against the Central Pacific 
Railroad Company in the Superior Court for 
damages in the sum of 810,000. 
A vessel will soon be dispatched from here, 
bonnd for the far northwest, which will carry 
a quantity of useful presents awarded by the 
Government to the Indians of St. Lawrence 
Bay, who succored the crew of the ill-fated 
steamer Rodgers, which was burned in that 
vicinity in the latter part of 1881.

They are careful not to assume 
any personal risks, hut to pnt forward for 
their infamous work men more deserving 
of pity than censure, since they are but 
th e tool* of designing rascal?. 
The Cin­ 
cinnati 
Commercial Gazelle, 
in 
consid­ 
ering 
the 
relation of 
the 
dynamite 
conspirators 
to our own Government, 
▼cry 
pointedly 
puts 
the 
case 
as it 
would be if our ox was gored. 
Sup- 
page this dynamite conspiracy was against 
American lives and property, none would 
deny the atrocity of the crime. 
The uni­ 
versal 
demand would be that all who 
plotted it should be hanged. 
As 
the 
Gazelle pertinently askr, “ Is the crime any 
less, because it is conspired in America 
against Englishmen and English property?” 
A nd there would appear to be bat one an­ 
sw er to the interrogation by honest and 
plain-spoken Americans, whether native or 
foreigu born. If we have no law to meet the 
case, shall we enact the necessary statute? 
W henever it is said, then, England has no 
right to call on us to crush conspiracy 
against the lives and property of her sub­ 
jects, we reply, certainly n o t; but we owe 
something to ourselves. 
In short, this 
country should not be perm itted to become 
th e breeding-neet for as vile and treacher­ 
ous a crew of communists as ever drew 
breath, and American sentiment ehonld be 
ao pronounced on the subject that our laws 
w ill reflect it. 
If we continue to warm 
vipers at our hearth-stone, they will as­ 
suredly in time turn against us. 
Y et the 
difiiculties in the way of dealing w ith them 
sure very great. 
Profound political econo­ 
m ists and doctors of law consider th at we 
can never afford another nation protection 
by processes of law. 
As one eminent pub­ 
licist puts it : “ A great and, we fear, im­ 
passable chasm reparatcs the honest indig­ 
nation which the performances of O’Don- 
novan Roesa and his confederates arouse in 
th e American breast from their punish­ 
m ent or repression by American Courts.” 
B u t in the danger, and not very remote, 
th a t is to be seen in the growth of the 
communistic 
spirit, 
the 
fostering soil 
in which dynamite conspiracies flourish, 
w e may read 
the warning 
that bids 
ns prepare as beet we can for assaults from 
th e same sources upon our own institu­ 
tions.

Ucauestionably criminal ap­ 
peals have been subject to abuse. 
They 
have served to defeat the ends of justice, 
by delay to wear out tbo patience of Courts 
and to lessen respect for law. 
But, not­ 
withstanding, the right of appeal is one 
rising superior to all objections to it. 
If it 
has worked ill here at times, 
it is 
because 
of 
methods 
and 
processes, 
and 
not because 
of inherent defects 
in 
the 
system 
that 
recognizes 
the 
right. 
But the subject should not be thus 
curtly dismissed. 
That the two great 
English-speaking 
nations, 
whose 
laws 
spring from the same basic principles so 
largely, should stand apart in this matter, 
has always been a question of profound in­ 
terest for the law student. 
In America 
we regard the right of appeal in criminal 
cases as based upon one of the soundest 
principles of criminal jurisprudence, and it 
has in but few instances been trammeled. 
It is not to be denied th at there is much 
to be urged against criminal appeal as of 
right. 
It obtains, no m atter how clearly 
guilt is shown ; it delayB execution of de­ 
crees formulated according to approved 
systems of law ; it affords the defendant 
every advantage, and enlarges his chances 
of escape, since witnesses may die, public 
opinion lose its edge, unwarranted sym­ 
pathy for the prisoner be conjured to his 
aid, and the final execution when it comes 
be stripped of the very effect intended— 
the deterring of wrong-doers. 
On the 
other hand, the Eoglish system conples 
certainty 
with 
severity. 
I t 
seizes 
the 
criminal 
by 
a 
grasp 
th at is 
never relaxed; 
while an acquittal, as 
with us, is a bar, bis 
conviction is, 
with rare exceptions, the knell of doom. 
Time there dulls no edge, delay softens no 
sense of horror awakened by the murder­ 
e rs act. 
But it is to be advanced in favor 
of the legal change proposed in England 
that appeal is the chief safeguard of the 
innocent; it is a check upon a biased Court 
or an influenced jury ; it is the only rem ­ 
edy for flagrant injustice ; it gives time for 
elimination of doubt and for writiDg up 
the record of guilt with the nearest possi­ 
ble approach to absolute certainty. 
Our 
syBtem, it is true, often receives rude 
shocks, as when such murderers as Dukes 
are set free, and the acquittal is an abso­ 
lute bar to appeal against the undoubted 
criminal. 
B at when the American citi­ 
zen, familiar with our penal codes, the jury 
and appeal systems, and observant of their 
workings and effects, has weighed the ques­ 
tion well, he must come to the conclusion 
we indicated at the outset, th at the recog­ 
nition of the absolute right of appeal with 
us is better, safer and every way more civ­ 
ilizing thun the system of England, which 
intrusts such absolute power over life and 
liberty to the discretion of a tribunal. He 
will be struck, also, with the force of this 
conclusion when he notes the fact that a 
bill to conform to our syste-m should obtain 
a second reading in the English House of 
Commons, and be further convinced that 
the principle of our codes is a sound one, 
and is making its way to light in England 
because it is a right principle. 


COMMUNISM DEFIKBD. 


Mongredien, in the recent American edi­ 
tion of his “ W ealth Creation,” quotes 
Johann Jacoby’s definition of communism 
as the most concise and expressive ever 
given : “ Each for all—this is the duty of 
man. 
All for each—this is the right of 
tnaD.” But he points out the striking differ­ 
ence th at exists between “ d u ty ” and 
“ right.” The right is definite and com­ 
pulsory, the duty is vague and voluntary. 
Each can exact the full measure of bis 
right from all, but all cannot exact the full 
measure of his duty from each. 
The right 
is a certain, the duty an uncertain quantity. 
That each man will take good care th at be 
shares equally with the rest, -we may be 
pretty sure ; but that all men will exert 
their powers of production to their utmost 
when not each but alt in common are to 
reap the benefit of those exertions, ws feel 
just as sure will not be the case. 
Strong 
motives of personal neceaeity and direct 
self-interest can alone overcame the natu­ 
ral leve of ease and disinclination to effort 
which is inherent to man. 
This strikes us 
as the briefest and clearest answer yet 
made to the sophistries of communistic 
doctrine. 


THE MORMON VIEW. 


The Mormon Church organ at Salt Lake 
City S3ya “ an opinion prevails abroad” 
that the marriage system of the Mormons 
ought to prevent them from preaching the 
Gospel or sending their missionaries to 
proselyte and gather their converts to 
Utah, to arrest the spread of their religion, 
and to atop Mormon immigration. I t holds 
that this evidences a lack of comprehension 
of the subject on the part of the public, 
and adds : “ W hether the people of U tah 
marry more wives than the law permits or 
not, that has nothing to do with the pro­ 
mulgation of their creed, nor the ingather­ 
ing of persons who embrace it.” On the 
contrary, it has everything to do with it. 
The law should check the preaching which 
tends te a destruction of one of the es­ 
sential substructures of our civilizatiou. 


Tlis question is being diligently discussed in New 
York S ute how party harmony in the Republican 
ranks can be best brought a’o/ut. This leads the 
Evening P ott to suggest ¡uet how it can be accom­ 
plished, and its advice app’ies to all sections—let tbo 
machine men cease to insist that reorganization 
shall he under the old control. The bosses and 
managers will invite Republicans in vain to come 
forward and unite ail the inharmonious elements so 
long as the bossed and managers continue to exer­ 
cise managerial powers. 
The machine cannot at­ 
tract votes ; on the contrary it repels flhem. The 
methods cf the machine, as our contemporary well 
says, ere ro t changed by the enlargement of the 
constituency. Reorganization in New York will not 
be brought about with the bosses as the rcorgan 
izers.

The Pork Question. 
W ashington, May 3d.—Sargent writes to 
the Department of State from Berlin, under 
date of April 13:b, that in conEcqaenceof the 
reports published in the Continental press 
that an alarming outbreak of trichioosi?, 
cans:d by eating American pork, had oc­ 
curred among the garrison at Tilsit, Ger­ 
many, he bad instructed the nearest Goneniar 
officer to make an investigation and report 
the facts. The pnbliebed statements were 
positive as to the source of the disease, and 
stated that thirteen deaths had already oc­ 
curred. On examination it was found that 
fourteen cases of trichinosis had occurred 
among the soldiers of the garrison at Tilsit, 
all very slight, anu all the persons attacked 
had been reetored to health. The meat which 
produced the disease was not itsued to the 
soldiers in their garrisoD rations, and beyend 
that fact there was no evidence whatever as 
to its origin. The General Surgeon of the 
First Army Corps aud the Mayor ot Tilsit 
said it was impossible to obtain any proof as 
to whether the pork was native or foreign. 
Ail that was known was that the soldiers at­ 
tacked had obtained the meat onttMa the 
garrison, probably from their relatives in 
town. I t is probable that the meat was the 
native raw product so largely consumed 
atnocg the lower classes in Germany. 
B eau tifu l W omen In D em and. 
Chicago. May 31.—The Dime Museum of 
this city, which is attended by as high as 
20,000 persona daily, is advertising for the 
most beautiful woman in America, and lias 
received over one hundred applications during 
the past week.

Medical aid was summoned and in a short 
time McGrath was able to talk a little, 
though 
somewhat incoherently. 
It was 
thought he would recover with a little care. 
The woman was unconscious, and ail t fforts 
to restore animation were useless for several 
hours, A t last she moaned like one in a 
dream, and has been meaning ever since, but 
ia unable to sit up, talk or recognize any­ 
thing. A t first it was supposed ehe would 
not live until morning, but she has shown 
wonderful vitality. She still lingers in the 
same dreamy way as three days ago. Mc­ 
Grath’s mother arrived here yesterday and 
created a sensation by staling that he ia un­ 
married. Wheu his mother asked him if the 
girl with whom be slept Sunday night was 
really his wife, he nodded his head in the 
iffirmative. This mystified the matter worse 
than ever. McGrath died yesterday. He 
left home Tuesday to go fishing. 
It ia sup­ 
posed he went into the country to see the giri 
and was married. 
Spruce T im ber B lighted. 
B angor (Me.), Mey 31.—Reports from the 
iumber region of Aroostook show that the 
spruce trees are dying off at a fearful rate. 
In part of one township, where 700,0.0 feet 
were expected to be cut during last wiuter, 
only 75,000 feet of sound spruce could -be 
found. The rest of the township ia in the 
same condition, as far as can be ascertained. 
No worms at work. 
The tops are dead, end 
the trees have a reddish color and look as 
though tire had swept over them. There are 
a number of townships iu which it is esti­ 
mated that three-fcurths of tbo eprucs is 
dead. No satisfactory theory for this state of 
thingB has been broached, end great alarm 
exists among land-owners. It is suggested by 
one lumberman that the trees are dying of 
old age. 
The New Y ork H eresy Case. 
P hiladelphia, May 3d.—The Ledger's 
New York correspondent asys he has ascer­ 
tained from sources that cannot posribly be 
mistaken that the always powerfnl-iofluecce 
of Trinity Chnrcb is being exerted to bring 
Mr. Newton to trial without delay.

V ictoria (B. C.)t May 33.—John McAl­ 
lister arrived at Nanaimo last night from 
Seymour Narrows, and reports the burning 
of the steamer Grapplcr within four miles of 
Seymour 
Narrows, 
Sunday night at 10 
o’clock. The fire was first suspected by the 
engineer, and reported immediately to the 
Captain. All the passengers—about 100 in 
numbjr, and principally Chinamen—were in 
bed. An immediate search was mad9 below 
by the Captain, nsciited by the engineer, 
purser and McAllister, Being satisfied that 
the fire waB at the back connections of the 
boiler, the engineer immediately started the 
donkey and connected the hoee. 
INTENSE EXCITEMENT, 
By this time the passengers were getting 
cnt of bed, and tbe excitement among them 
was intenso. McAllLter remained below un­ 
til he saw the fire, which had hold of the 
bulkhead and canvas. 
He then ran on deck, 
called for buckets, and advised the Captain to 
be tck the vessel at once. 
Tbe Captain or­ 
dered Pilot Franklin to head the vessel for 
the Vancouver shore. The passengers were 
so excited that they bsgan crowding into the 
boats, which wire enveloped in Bmoke. The 
shrieks of the Chinamen were terrible, Mc­ 
Allister then went aft to clear four boats cf 
his own, which wera also being crowded by 
tbe Chinamen, who were still yelling like de­ 
mons. The steamer being under way, and 
the smoke pouring aft, caused so much ex­ 
citement at the stern that it was difficult, if 
not impossible, to launch tbe boats. 
One 
boat McAllister launched, and a Chinaman 
and white man got into it, McAllister jump­ 
ing into the water and climbing into his boat 
immediately afterwards. There wire no oars 
in the boat, but Valdes Island being the 
nearest Bhore, McAllister sculled the boat by 
means of a broom and a bamboo cane to­ 
wards it. When half way up to the island 
they saw that 


THE STEAMER HAD BECOME UNMANAGEABLE 
Through the burning of her-wheel ropes, and 
had changed her courEe for the Valdes side. 
She passed McAllister, and turned again 
when near the Valdes side, when a number 
of passengers pluDged overboard. 
McAllis­ 
ter picked up the purser, a man named Roe, 
and two or three Chinamen. 
One of the 
Chinsmen was supporting himself on a board. 
This McAllister split in two and made into 
paddles, which were used by himBelf and 
another man to good advantage afterwards. 
Iu the meantime the steamer kept going 
backward and forward in an erratic manner, 
the passengers shrieking and yelling for as­ 
sistance, the flames spreading rapidly over 
the vessel. Having landed those picked up, 
McAllister then proceeded, guided by the 
lights, towards where the steamer had made 
her last turn on the Valdes side. They 
picked up Chinameu, Sisvashcs, Staele, the 
engineer, and several other white men, mak­ 
ing about a boat load, and although Mc­ 
Allister was loth to go ashore from the con­ 
tinued shrieks which wero being unceasingly 
given from those around, discretion com­ 
pelled him to put to shore again. As he had 
had teniblo hard work to land this time, being 
exceedingly close to tbe Narrows and tha tide 
increasing rapidly, he did not consider it safe 
to venture out again, but lighted a fire to 
worm those who were 


HALF DEAD WITH COLD, 
Some having been upwards of an hour iu the 
water. 
By this lime the steamer’s en .ine 
had stopped, and catching in an eddy, 
she grounded at a point near Duncan 
Bay. close to the Vancouver shore. 
She was 
wreathed in flames from stem to stern, several 
slight explosions taking place at intervals. 
She burned for several hours, and at daylight 
no signs of the steamer could be obtained. 
One boat thrown from the steamer tnrncd 
bottom up, and the largest boat filled on 
launching, through bungling in the slacking 
of forward tackle. 
The steamer’s small boat 
was successfully launched, and picked up the 
mato and several others, all white men, whose 
names are unknown to McAllister. A t day­ 
light Smith, in the ship’s boat, proceeded to 
ihe Vancouver shore in search of any who 
might have bren saved. 
Iu the mean time 
McAllister left for the Uclataw camp and 
Cape Mudge, to procure paddles, oars and 
provisions. 
Here he met John Dick and A, 
Mayer, of Nanaimo, and MePhie, a trader 
from Comox, who immediately sent India; s 
in a canoe to bring the survivors to the camp, 
MePhie preparing food for them on their ar­ 
rival. Captain Jaggers was last seen in the 
water in miclcurrent with a life-preserver on. 
Franklin, the pilot, has not been seen, except 
in tbe pilot-house, where he was heroically 
doing his duty. 
He might have escaped to 
tho Vanceuver shore, but little hopes are en­ 
tertained of any having been saved on that 
side. McAllister left for Cape Madge before 
the ship’s boat returned. 
He estimates the 
loss at fifty lives—the lowest figure. Tbe 
steamer Alexander has just left for Comox 
and tbe scene of the wreck, by orders of Mr. 
Dunsmuir, who generously sent her forward 
at a mcst opportune moment.

THE NEW EXHIBITION PAVILION—CON- 
TRACT AWARDED. 


The State Board of Agriculture met last 
evening at the Pavilion for the purpose of re­ 
ceiving bids and awarding the contract to 
erect the new State Agricultural and Indus­ 
trial Exhibition building. There were present 
Directors Boggs, La Rue, Green, Carr, New- 
toD, Hapccck, Cclemar, President Finigan 
in the chair. The Board of Capitol Commis­ 
sioners had been invited to be presen*-, and 
was represented by Governor Stoneman and 
Secretary of State Thompson. A. W. Bar­ 
rel1, whose plans for the buildÍDg bad been 
adopted, and Superintendent Cook were also 
present. 
Three bids for erecting the building, accom­ 
panied by the required certified check, were 
received, as follows : Carle & Croly, of Sacra- 
mecto, 873,953 ; Robert McKiliican, of Oak­ 
land, $73,863; M. J. Kelly, of San Fran­ 
cisco, §74,000. 
Bocgs moved to accept the bid of Robert 
McKiliican, he being the lowest bidder, sub­ 
ject to ratification by the Board of Capitel 
Commmicners. 
Secretary of State Thompson asked what 
the meeting thought < f the idea of reducing 
the size ol the building. 
Larue scid the building proposed was 
small enonpfc, and would be completely filled 
at the next fair. 
Boggs said it was generally considered that 
when anything was taken from or added to a 
plan for a building it marred the beauty and 
symmetry of the buildmg, and said he thought 
that the proper time to have examined the 
plans would have been before the present 
meeting. 
Thompson replied that the specifications 
had not been submitted to the Capitol Com­ 
missioners. 
Boggs continued by saying that time would 
be lost, as the members of the Board of Agri­ 
culture could not stay here until the Capitol 
Commissioners could thoroughly examine the 
specifications. 
' 
. 
L i Rna said that it was the impression of 
the Board of Agriculture, at the close of the 
first joiat meetiog held with the Board of 
Capitol Commissioners, that the plans of 
Mr. Burrell suited the latter Board, and that 
the former Board should go on with the 
specifications, etc. 
Thompson said that the Capitol Commis­ 
sioners supposed that the minor details and 
specifications would be prepared and sub­ 
mitted for the approval of their Board. 
He 
said he was not prepared to take any official 
action at the present, but saw no impropriety 
in the Board of Agriculture approving the 
specifications and contract at the present 
time. 
Governor Stoneman said the Capitol Com- 
mpsioners would meet at 10 A. M. to-day, 
and would be pleased to receive any commu­ 
nication from the Board of Agriculture. 
There followed considerable discussion on 
what power was conferred on each of the 
Boards. The members of the Board of 
Capitol Commissioners appeared to think 
that Section 4 of the Act authorizing the 
erection of tho building, and which reads: 
“ The general form and plan of said building 
shall be submitted to and approved by the 
State Capitol Commissioners and the State 
Board of Agriculture, and be under their 
immediate supervision and control. 
All 
claim», cohtractfi, or expenses incurred in the 
erection of said building shall be authenti­ 
cated by the cfficera of said Boards before 
payment can be made thereon or therefor,” 
conferred equal power on the two Boards, 
while members of the Agricultural Board 
construed Section 2, which says: 
“ The 
State Board Agriculture is hereby author­ 
ized to erect oa the land eat aside as pro­ 
vided for in Section 1,” etc., to mean that 
after the adoption of the “ general form and 
plan,” the Board of Agriculture were author­ 
ized to complete the work of erecting the 
building. 
The motion of Boggs was then carried 
unanimously. 
LaRue, Coleman and the President were 
appointed a committee to report tho action of 
lha Board to the Capitol Commissioners, r.t 
the meeting of the latter, to be held ihi3 
morning at 10 o’clock. 
Greea moved that the thanks of the Board 
be tendered to the citizens of Sacramento, 
and the following waa prepared and adopted : 
Whereas, Tho State Eoard of Agriculture recog­ 
nize the liberal spirit evinced by the citizens of Sac­ 
ramento city and county in obtaining the necessary 
contribution that enabled the said Board to arrange 
for the const ruction of a State Agricultural and In­ 
dustrial Exhibition budding, therefore be it 
Rejoiced. That the thanks of this Board be ex- 
tei^lcd in behalf of the State to the citizens of said 
city and county for the $40,000 contribution, which 
will be paid into the State Treasury to morrow. 
Greca moved lhat the Board allow Mr. 
Burrell as architect 21 per cent, for supervis­ 
ing the work of constructing the building. 
Barre l said that would be satisfactory to 
him. 
The motion was then adopted. 
LaRue made a motion that the Grand 
Lodge of Masons be invited to lay the corner 
stone of the new building, which was carried. 
Coleman, LaRue and Carr were app 'inted 
a committee to confer with the Grand Master 
of tho Masonic Lodge, and make other neces­ 
sary arrangements for laying the cornerstone. 
The Board then adjourned, to meet at the 
call of the Chair. 
Tho Board of Capitol Commissioners will 
meet to-day at 10 o’clock and take official ac­ 
tion in legard to tbo land on which the new 
exhibition building will be located, and to 
consider the action of the Board of Agri­ 
culture last evening. 
The 840,000 required by the Act anthoriz 
ing the building, to be raised by Sacramento 
city and county, will be deposited in the State 
Treasury to-day.

SACRAMENTO FXCURilONISTS, 


The following letter has been received from 
one of the party of excursionists who left Sac­ 
ramento last Tuesday morning for the E a st: 
We have all read " The Bad Boy's Diary,” 
and now it has occurred to me that you might 
possibly be interested in getting a glimpse of 
a “ California Girl’s Diary,” giving an ac­ 
count of her first jonrnty eastward in com­ 
pany with just the jalliest party that ever 
crossed the continent. 
_ Once on our way after leaving Sacramento, 
it was simply surprising how very still the 
car became. All seemed to fully realize, as 
they had not before, that we had really left 
friendB and home, and it was some time be­ 
fore we began to appreciate the scenery 
about us, or even sufficiently to admire the 
picturesque decorations in and about our own 
car. Having recovered from oar first attack 
of homesickness, we took a careful survey of 
our surroundings. I should like our friends, 
who so 
kindly 
decorated 
our car, to 
know how thoroughly we have appreciated 
their taste and forethought. 
Of course you 
all noticed the gorgeous display of buuting 
and flags so tastefully arranged about the 
roof, and festooned from window to window, 
the words "California May-Day Excursion,” 
and “ Sacramento” appearing on both sides 
of the car. The interior resembles a bric-a 
brae bazar. Each section is provided with a 
full set of curtains—some of chintz, others of 
creton, and others of calico, differing accord- 
ding to individual taste, and the V6ry “ pret­ 
tiest the market afforded.” Each section re­ 
ceives light and view from three windows, 
and the space between these windows is oc­ 
cupied by oil paintings (?), plaques, etc., the 
curtains caught up ia graceful loop», fastened 
with bouquets of flowers of every variety. 
Several have provided their sections with 
nicely upholstered cushions, and I assure 
you we are quite comfortable aud cozy, and 
just as snug as the Irishman’s “ bug iu a 
rug.” Accompanying us are two carloads of 
excursionists from San Francisco and Oak­ 
land, most of whom are friends and ac­ 
quaintances of the Sacramento p arty ; and 
during the day and evening we visit back and 
forth, chatting, joking and getting acquaint­ 
ed. This afternoon, at 2 o’clock, we are to 
have an entertainment (the first of the series), 
to consist of a peroration on our tiip, by 
Rev. Mr. McDonald (formerly of Sacra­ 
mento), songs and humorous readings, by 
other membere of the party. But now for

Rockiin, we began t o “ enthuee” over the 
scenery. We were near Newcastle when the 
hour for lunch anived. Perhaps yen can 
imagine how much we pnjoyed our luncb, 
most of us being provided with tables which 
comfortably fitted into the sections, aDd 
which, when covered with neat damask 
cloths and laden with all the dainties which 
the ingenuity and skill of thoughtful friends 
could suggest and assist in preparing, rivaled 
in luxury and comfort the most magnificent 
Pullman car. To cap the climax of our en­ 
joyment, the colored porter who attends the 
party has an excellent cup of tea ready for 
us at noon and night, and coffee in the morn­ 
ing. While we were enjoying onr feast and 
the mountainous scenery about us we reached 
Newcastle (seventy miles from home), where 
we took our last look at Sacramento—the 
dome of the State Capitol being plainly 
visible to the naked eye. 
All along the road onr train of decorated 
cars is cheered and the party dubbed the 
merriest crowd that has passed over the road 
for many a day. The railroad employes have 
been very kind, showing us every conrtesy 
possible. A party of U3 were supplied with 
seats upon the re: r platform of the conduct 
or’s caboose ae we rounded Cape Horn. 
The 
day was very clear, so that our view of the 
scenery was perfect; and 
well, I wish 
that I could give you a picture of it as it ap­ 
peared to me, but it defies the work of pin 
or brush. 
We reached Gold Run just at evening, and 
saw a beautiful suaBet, the sun sinking out cf 
sight behind the grand old Sierras, and ting­ 
ing the clouds with golden light. 
We were 
also at this station surprised and delighted to 
meet Misses X, J. Miiler and Cannie Mason, 
ef Sacramento. 
As we neared Alta we noticed patches of 
snow lying here and there on the mountain 
side, and the air grew colder, rarer, and more 
enjoyable, and as we neared the higher moun­ 
tains snow was more plentiful and we were 
treated to occasional showers cf rain and 
hail. A t Blue Canyon we found quite a 
depth of enow and ev. rything frczrn. 
Here 
we received another “ surprise”— a call from 
Mies Lizzie Lynn, of Sacramento. Duriug 
onr short stay at Blue Canyon many of us 
donned our heavy coats and wrens, indulged 
in a snowballing match, and also filled cur 
dippers and buckets with tha c.Iebrated Blue 
Canyon water. Upon retnrning to the cars 
wa found that the porter had prepared our 
apartments for tho night, but the rolling 
mountains, covered with enow, the streams 
of shining, clear water dishing down to the 
valley?, and ih9 immediate enrronnliug?, 
brilliantly lighted by the bead-lighta of the 
two locomotivee, made altogether too fascin­ 
ating a scon» to those cf us who bad never 
witnessed it before, to permit of retirement. 
So soma cf us sat in tbe lookout cf the con­ 
ductor’s caboose, and two on the engine with 
the engineer, so that it was 10 o’clock before 
all wss quiet.

ROAMINGS AMONG THE SOCIAL AND AST 
CIRCLES. 


Exhibition oV Paintings—The Bench Show 
—Operetta of “ The Queen’s Lace 
Handkerchief ” — Festival. 


San Fp.ancisco, May 2, 1SS3. 
The city seems as thoroughly awake as 
dear good Major Bagstock in “ Dombey 
and Son ” described himself, A worldling 
who lives for amusement alone may go to 
a fashionable wedding every evening bat 
one, which he may devote to the “ Queen’s 
Lace Handkerchief,” and one other, when 
he shall take in the spring exhibition of 
painting at the art-rooms. 
The bench 
show is ako open to his peripatetic selec­ 
tion. 
This exhibition of paintings for 
18S3 certainly shows a much higher aver­ 
age of good work than any previous one, 
and two or three of the pictures are 
strikingly good. The Directors opened 
competition to New York artists this year, 
and while some of the canvases from the 
East are very attractive, an impartial ob­ 
server may admit that our home-work 
compares favorably with them, and in do­ 
ing so need not fear the charge of provin­ 
cial prejudice. The sensation of the exhi­ 
bition, so to speak, is the texture painting 
of his hand by S. M. Brooks, of which I 
wrote you a description while it was still 
in the studio, Mr. Brooks shows that he 
has been giving his attention to the study 
of hands, by the excellence of the one 
which holds a most game-looking bird in 
his picture of fighting cocks in the small 
room. The first pictures to be sold are, by 
the way, in this room—a pair of panels by 
Nortoh Bush, and a fine water-color of 
morning-glories, in which the puckered 
puff of 
A WITHERED BLOSSOM 
Is beautifully reproduced. This last, pur­ 
chased by Mr. Preston, a lawyer of this 
city, is by Mrs. Irelan, who had two other 
water colors on view, someGloire de Dijon 
roses and some Eucharist lilies. The best 
figure piece íb said to be No. 25, “ Faint 
Heart Never Won Fair Lady," by Thomas 
Hovenden, of New York, in which a cava­ 
lier in Charles II, costume of old gold vel­ 
vet slashed with blue, presses a ring upon 
the attention of a hesitating fair one coe- 
turaed in cream-color and pink. The man’s 
expression is very good—gennine suspense 
and yet a smile of triumph not very far 
off, for the lady lingers to listen, and the 
French proverb says when she listens and 
when a castle parleys it is equally all up. 
lioullier’s “ Rivulet" attracts attention; 
but it muBt ha because of the presence in 
it of a nymph — possibly wrapped in 
thooght, certainly in nothing else—for tho 
merits of the picture are few, and some 
deor in the middle distance are decidedly 
faulty. It is hit or miss with Ronllier; 
eometimes his things are charming ; per­ 
haps in tn<B instance he has attempted too 
large a canvas. Julian Rix is represented 
by a quiet little landscape, which he calls 
a “ Jersey Farm ”—a green, rolling hill­ 
side, a brook and a stormy horizon. Since 
his departure from San Francisco Rix has 
put from him his b.rch forest, his high­ 
lighted forest glade, his sanguinary 9unset on 
snow, and assiduously cultivated the lower 
tones of his palette. Mathilda Lotz, whose 
art education abroad was given her by the 
late Daniel Cook, is repreeeuted by a pict­ 
ure of a splendid panting collie dog, 
marked on the catalogue as in the posses­ 
sion of Mrs. Dan.

The production of Strauss’ operetta, 
“ The Queen’s Handkerchief,” has been 
more of an event than the usnal 
opera bonffe.

The members 
of the court sparkle like variously colored 
candies, and the commission to inquire 
into Cervantes’ lunacy are quaintly de­ 
lightful in black velvet and purple satin, 
full white wigs aud tall, black sugar-loaf 
hats.
